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Taxpayers face hefty bill to clear woodland fly-tipping

Tons of rubbish have been dumped 
at a beauty spot by fly-tippers leav¬ 
ing taxpayers facing a bill running 
into thousands of pounds to clean 
the site. 

Huge, waist-high mounds of 
building materials, a bath tub, 
mattresses, a television, clothes, 
freezers, household waste and 
human waste accumulated in four 
clearings in the woodland area 
near Chetwode Road in Burgh 
Heath, a week ago. 

Reigate and Banstead Council, 
which owns the land, said it was 
made aware of the fly-tipping on 
Sunday, May 31, at the same time 


as a number of travellers’ cara¬ 
vans occupied another part of the 
heath - although it said it had no 
evidence to link the two events. 

More rubbish has since been 
dumped and a metal gate on the 
site, close to the entrance to Asda, 
has also been damaged. 

One furious resident said: “The 
woodland site is an area used by 
children, dog walkers, residents 
and it has now become a no-go 
area because of the hazardous de¬ 
bris that is now there. 

“It is an absolute disgrace that 
despite the authorities having 
been made aware that numerous 
offences have been committed... 
nothing has been done and the 
mess will cost the borough tens of 
thousands of pounds to clear up. 

“It is devastating that tonnes of 


hazardous waste items have been 
dumped on what was beautiful 
woodland.” 

The council said it has no evi¬ 
dence of who dumped the rubbish 
or caused the criminal damage and 
it is “looking into the best way to 
execute a clean-up once our inves¬ 
tigations have concluded”. 

A spokeswoman said: “The cost 
of this clean-up is not yet known, 
as the nature of the dumped mate¬ 
rials and their safe disposal form 
part of our investigation. 

“As we have no evidence of who 
has dumped this rubbish or caused 
the alleged criminal damage, it is 
likely the taxpayer will pick up the 
cost of the clear-up. 

“This is unfortunate but without 
firm evidence our hands our tied.” 

A notice served to the travellers 


by the council, dated June 8, ask¬ 
ing “unknown persons trespassing 
on Burgh Heath Common” to move 
on, was attached to a tree at the 
site of the fly-tipping. 

The council spokeswoman 
added: “The travellers arrived on 
Sunday, May 31, and our joint en¬ 
forcement team served them with 
notice to quit the site by 9am on 
Monday, June 1. 

“Following a court hearing on 
Monday, June 8, we served the 
group with notice of a court hear¬ 
ing for possession which was to take 
place on Wednesday, June 10, but 
they have since vacated the site.” 

Banstead Commons Conserva¬ 
tors, who manage the heath on 
behalf of the council, and local 
councillors have been asked for 
their views, but have yet to respond.

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Prince Charles sent a “black 
spider letter” to a former 
Health Secretary, urging him 
to promote the work of a man 
who pioneered healthier 
hospital food, it has emerged. 

Mike Duckett 67, from 
Worcester Park, was head of 
catering at the Royal Bromp¬ 
ton Hospital, in London, for 
12 years and was made an 
MBE for his work improve 
hospital food in 2009, before 
retiring in 2012. 

While there, he led an 
initiative linking the 
hospital’s catering to local 
farmers’ hubs. 

As part of this, 35 to 40 per 
cent of the ingredients used 
to create patient meals in the 
on-site kitchens were locally- 
produced and organic. 

In 2008, Prince Charles 
visited Mr Duckett at the 
hospital. 

Mr Duckett said: “It was the 
first hospital to use ingredi¬ 
ents straight from farms in 
the home counties. 

“Prince Charles was very 
interested in the farming and 
the organic side of things.” 

In a letter written shortly 
after the visit, on July 28, 
2008, Prince Charles com¬ 
mended Mr Duckett’s work to 
then Labour Health Secretary 
Alan Johnson.

The correspondence is one 
of the heir to the throne’s 
controversial “black spider 
letters”, so-called for his 
handwriting. 

Released last week by the 
Cabinet Office, it said: “The 
Royal Brompton happens to 
have a quite brilliant head of 
catering called Mike Duckett. 

“The reason I wanted to 
draw this highly imaginative 
and innovative initiative to 
your attention is because it so 
clearly ‘ticks many of the 
appropriate boxes’.” 

Mr Duckett said he does not 
agree with the controversy 
surrounding Prince Charles’s 
perceived lobbying of Gov¬ 
ernment ministers in this 
way. 

He said: “I think it’s his 
right to write to people if he’s 
got something to say and it 
makes sense and it’s good for 
the Government and for 
the population.” 

A few months after Mr

Johnson received the letter, 
Mr Duckett said he was invit¬ 
ed to Whitehall. 

He said: “He said he had 
heard about the good things I 
was doing and asked me what 
money we were saving. 

“He was only interested in 
the money. I said, ‘It’s not 
costing any more’. 

“He wanted to know what 
financial gain would be for 
the Government. 

“We weren’t saying we were 
saving any more, but we were 
giving patients good food.” 

He criticised hospitals for 
axing their chefs and buying 
in ready meals and processed 


food in a bid to save money. 

Mr Duckett also said he 
does not agree with the a la 
carte lunchtime menus that 
were introduced at Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals last 
year. 

He added: “They are trying 
to give the patients a big 
menu, like being at a five-star 
hotel. 

“What they want is a basic 
meal they can understand 
and eat. 

“It must cost the hospitals a 
fortune as they need to keep 
all those choices in the 
hospital in case someone 
orders it.” 


No fine for infection rates ‘I want the best NHS’ 


Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
are still missing key targets 
to reduce the number of 
patients getting serious 
infections. 

In 2014-15, the hospital 
trust recorded seven cases of 
MRSA - a superbug resis¬ 
tant to many widely-used 
antibiotics - when its aim 
was to treat none. 

It also had 42 cases of 
C diff - a bacterial infection 
which commonly occurs in 
elderly patients who have 
taken antibiotics and is 
transmitted via contaminat¬ 
ed surfaces - two above its 
target of less than 40 cases. 

In 2013-14, the trust hit its 
targets, set by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, for C diff, 
but not for MRSA. 

A spokeswoman for the 
trust said it would not be 
facing any fines for the last 
financial year. 

She said: “Ordinarily, 
there are set national fines 
for breaching infection con¬ 
trol targets, but due to the 
overall positive position of 
the trust at the end of the 
last financial year, it was de¬ 
cided that there would be no 
financial repercussions for 
the trust’s breaches. 

“Despite this, and despite 
the difficulties created by 
the age of some of our build¬ 


ings, we remain entirely 
committed to reducing our 
rates of infection where 
avoidable.” 

The trust ended the last 
financial year with a £79,000 
surplus - an improvement 
from the £7.4m deficit in 
2013-14 and £12. lm in 2012- 
13. 

In an interview with 
the Epsom Guardian last 
month, trust chief executive 
Daniel Elkeles said he 
believes the state of the hos¬ 
pitals’ buildings make it 
harder to meet infection 
targets. 

He said: “The standard we 
are not achieving, and other 
hospitals in south west Lon¬ 
don are, is about infections. 

“Our buildings do not help 
us is delivering the lowest 
standards of infection. 

“New buildings are much 
easier to keep clean, the 
space between the beds is 
much greater, there are 
more single rooms for people 
who are more acutely unwell 
and likely to be infectious. 

“New buildings help you 
deliver better infection 
control.” 

The trust will spend £18m 
on buying equipment and 
improving the buildings at 
the hospitals in the next year. 


“Judge me on my actions” 
was the message from the 
hospital chief executive - 
who believes people cannot 
compare his task at Epsom 
and St Helier with the work 
he did to reshape NHS ser¬ 
vices in north west London. 

Daniel Elkeles, who started 
at the hospital trust in 
January, said he appreciated 
the “emotional connection 
“people have with the hospi¬ 
tals and, as an Ashtead resi¬ 
dent, felt he was “part of the 
community that wants great 
healthcare”. 

He said: “I applied for the 
job because I live locally. 

“I passionately want my 
family to be able to access 
great healthcare locally and 
I thought I want to be part of 
creating the best NHS we 
can have locally.” 

As a former director of 
strategy for NHS North West 
London - where the Shaping 
a Healthier Future pro¬ 
gramme resulted in the loss 
of accident and emergencies 
at Hammersmith Hospital 
and Central Middlesex Hos¬ 
pital - some health cam¬ 
paigners have raised 
concerns that Mr Elkeles is a 
NHS bureaucrat called in to 
cut hospitals’ acute services. 

Dave Ash, of the National 
Health Action Party, said: 
“Why would one send an 
axeman to cut the grass?”

But Mr Elkeles said: “The 
issues we are facing at 
Epsom and St Helier and the 
ones south-west London and 
Surrey are very different 
from the north-west London 
issues that we had. 

“A direct comparison is not 
appropriate. 

“But I would say judge me 
on my actions at Epsom and 
St Helier. Since I have been 
here in January we have 
been really clear now what 
our strategy is. 

“Epsom and St Helier is not 
now the problem in south 
west London because it’s 
performance has got so 
much better, the money has 
got so much better. 

“We are in a place where 
we can actually look to the 
future as opposed to just 
looking to the next few 
months.” 
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Young people 
at risk: report 

“Widespread and serious failures” at 
Surrey County Council (SCC) are leav¬ 
ing children at risk of harm, according 
to a report by the education watchdog. 

Ofsted inspected SCC’s services for 
children in need of help and protection, 
children looked after and care leavers in 
October and November. 

In a damning report published last 
week, it rated these services as 
“inadequate”. 

It said: “There are widespread and seri¬ 
ous failures that potentially leave chil¬ 
dren at risk of harm. 

“Leaders and managers have not been 
able to demonstrate sufficient under¬ 
standing of failures and have been inef¬ 
fective in prioritising, challenging and 
making improvements.” 

But deputy council leader Peter Martin 
released an audio clip last week saying 
that it was aware of the issues last Octo¬ 
ber and had already adressed them by 
spending an extra £2m on recruiting 
more social workers.

Fire at hospital 
site investigated 

An empty building in Horton was severe¬ 
ly damaged on Friday in a suspected 
arson attack. 

The derelict premises in Horton Cres¬ 
cent, is believed to have been a manag¬ 
er’s office of a former mental hospital 
complex. The internal walls collapsed 
and the external walls are now unstable. 

Firefighters were called at about 3am 
and sent six fire engines. They fought 
the fire from the outside as entry was im¬ 
possible due to the building’s condition. 

The blaze was extinguished by 8.30am 
but firefighters were still on site that 
afternoon. 

Andy Begg, watch commander of Wal¬ 
ton, said the fire is believed to have been 
deliberate, but evidence that would help 
an investigation has been destroyed in 
the fire. He said: “Local people have said 
that they regularly notice ‘naughty chil¬ 
dren’ around the premises.” 


Man sentenced 

A reckless driver has been sentenced to 
two years in a young offender institution 
after driving a car dangerously as he 
tried to shake off a police vehicle. 

Aaron Draisey, 20, of Mollison Drive, 
Wallington, pleaded guilty to aggravated 
vehicle tailing and dangerous driving at 
Croydon Crown Court where he was 
later sentenced on June 1. 

On January 16, last year, a police patrol 
saw a Ford Galaxy speeding along 
Grandstand Road, in Epsom. 

Draisey then drove at 70mph down 
30mph roads towards Ewell Village and 
overtook three vehicles on the wrong 
side of the road as police gave chase. 

In Ewell Village, Draisey drove the 
wrong way up a one-way street before 
colliding with another police vehicle. He 
tried to run away but was arrested.

“My first baby came within three 
hours and everyone says the second 
baby comes quicker but I didn’t expect it 
that quickly. 

“We want to thank the NHS and ambu¬ 
lance services, especially Epsom 
Hospital.” 

Mr Raymond said that, despite missing 
the birth “we are just happy the baby is 
here and healthy and there was no other 
drama”.

Since the new stamp duty tax

524% Return for Epsom Buy To Let landlords since 2000? 


Buy to let is essentially different from 
investing in stocks and shares or 
putting money in the Building Society. 
Whilst these other investments 
(Building Society Passbooks, Stocks 
and Shares etc) are passive ie once 
the money has been invested, you 
leave it alone, with buy to let, things 
are more hands on, in fact it’s almost 
a business. One thing the landlords 
I speak to say, is the fact that they 
like buy to let because it is both an 
investment as well as a business. 
It is this factor that attracts many 
of my Epsom landlords - they are 
making their own decisions rather 
than entrusting them to others (such 
as City Whiz Kidz in London playing 
roulette with their Pension Pot). 

So if you are investing in the Epsom 
property market, you can earn from 
your investment in two ways. When 
a property increases in value over 
time, it is known as ‘capital growth’. 
Capital growth, also known as capital 
appreciation, this has been strong 
in recent times in Epsom, but the 
value of property does go up as 
well as down, just like shares do 
but the initial purchase price rarely 


decreases. Rental income is what 
the tenant pays you - hopefully this 
will grow over time. If you divide 
the annual rent into the value (or 
purchase price) of the property, this 
is your gross yield, or annual return. 

I was talking to a landlord who bought 
a flat in the Lavender Road area of 
Epsom. He bought a very pleasant 2 
bed flat in 2000 for £106,000. It sold 
again in November for £245,000, a 
rise of 131.13% in just over 14 years 
- a compound annual return of 6.17%. 

However, the real returns are 
for those Epsom landlords who 
borrowed money to purchase their 
buy to let property. They have 
made significantly higher returns 
than those who paid 100% cash. If 
the landlord had borrowed 75% of 
the £106,000 purchase price of the 
Lavender Road flat on an interest only 
75% mortgage, he would have only 
needed to invest £26,500 (as his 25% 
deposit... borrowing the remaining 
£79,500), but his £26,500 would be 
worth today, £165,500 (£245,000 less 
£79,500 interest only mortgage)... a 
rise of 524.52% - a compound annual 
return of 13.98%... and I haven’t 


even mentioned the rent he would 
have received in those 14 years! 

This demonstrates howthe Epsom buy 
to let market has not only provided 
very strong returns for average 
investors since 2000, but how it has 
permitted a group of motivated buy 
to let Epsom landlords to become 
particularly wealthy. In fact, if this 
landlord had continued to remortgage 
the property as it went up in value, 
he could by our figures have had an 
additional two or three properties 
(albeit with larger mortgages, 
but greater future potential). 

As my article mentioned a few weeks 
ago, more and more Epsom people 
may be giving up on owning their own 
home and are instead accepting long 
term renting whilst buy to let lending 
continues to grow from strength to 
strength. If you wantto know what (and 
would not) make a decent property 
to buy in Epsom for buy to let, then 
one place for such information would 
be the Epsom Property Blog at www.

“I’m doing the 100-mile 
sportif and I’ve never actual¬ 
ly ridden that distance be¬ 
fore, but I’m from Surrey, I 
know all the roads really well 
and it goes close to where I 
grew up. 

“Cycling has boomed in the 
last few years. 

“When I started I used to go 
out training 10 years ago if I 
saw another cyclist I would 
come home and say wow I 
saw another cyclist today. 

“After the Olympics people 
always talked about legacy 
and I think RideLondon is a 
fantastic event to harness it. 

“Without actually holding 
an event it is difficult to 
maintain that and with this 
you are providing full closed 
roads on what is pretty much 
the Olympic road race 
course. 

“Everyone wants to be a 
part of it. It is the biggest 
event on the cycling calendar 
and has so much interest and 
excitement around it.”
